Cultivate  well  till  buds  appear  then  stop  ,aU  cultiva- 
tion except  to  break  the  crust  after  each  “ rain,  or 
sprinkling,  with  a rhk^.^^^  Unless  weatheh'is  very  dry,  do 
not  water  till  buds  appear  then  soak"  the  ground  thor- 
oughly about  once  a week. 

The  use  of  potash  in  small  quantities  will  make  the 
flowers  deeper  and^brighter  in  color.

Gladioli  will  grow^anywhefeVbht  'sh'ould  hot' be  shaded 
too  much.  Plant  ^ them  to  a depth  of  three  times  the 
diarneter  of 'the  bulb.
